Farmers Urged To Hold 


Peanut Contracting 


Officials of the southeastern 
peanut growers representing 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida and 
South Carolina have united 
their voices urging all peanut 
growers to hold the line and 
not contract any Segregation 1 
additional peanuts for less than 
95%($400) of the quota price 
($420). 

Grower leaders represent- 
ing the Georgia Peanut Com- 
mission, the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Association, the Flo- 
tida Peanut Producers Associa- 
tion, the South Carolina Peanut 
Board and the GFA Peanut 
Association strongly recom- 
mend that growers carefully 
review all offers before signing 
a contract. 

Contracts are slowly being 
released across the southeast- 
ern peanut belt with offerings 
ranging from as low as 75% 
($316) of quota price to as high 
as 98% ($411) of quota price 
causing uncertainty among ex- 
port buyers. 

The southeastern grower 
leaders recommend that pro- 
ducers not able to contract at 
the 9S percent of quota level

We have a news article this week concerning farmers and their 
prices for peanuts. The article urges farmers not to ‘‘book’’ 
peanuts at a percentage equal to about $380 a ton or anything 
below $400. The alternate is to ‘‘place in government loan 
program’’ at a much lower figure in hopes the final price will go 
over $400. Now we have read a few books on odds and sure 
bets, etc., which indicate the surest bet is to take the $380 while 
it is being offered rather than the $250 and hopes of higher. Yet, 
we quickly admit that farming itself is such a gamble that if our 
American farmer had read the same books on odds, probabilities 
and sure bets, we wouldn't have any professional American 
farmers. We know no person that admits knowing all there is to 
know about the peanut program as sponsored by the government, 
but suggest our farmer friends talk to everyone they know, read 
all they can, and try to decide by the June 14 deadline just what 
is the best thing to do with his or her anticipated crop of 
*“*penders.”’

The fall of the Iranian 
government has had signifi- 
cant impact on our capability 
to verify the treaty. We had 
very important military in- 
telligence gathering stations 
in Iran -- virtually on the 


Russian border. But when the 
government of the Shah fell, 
the new regime made it clear 
that they wanted little to do 
with the United States. The 
loss of these key intelligence 
gathering posts has seriously 
hampered our verification 
capability 

We do have some elec- 
tronic intelligence gathering 
stations in Turkey and we can 


do some monitoring from our 
space satellites and by U-2 
plane flights over Russia. 
However, I believe we should 
have on-sight inspections so 
that we can actually go into 
the Soviet Union and see for 
ourselves that they are 
abiding by the treaty. Yet, as 
I understand it, the treaty as

CLEAN PEAS 

Wormy peas turn most 
people off. There is really no 
excuse for allowing peas to get 
wormy. Sevin is an excellent 
material to use, and it can be 
used right up until the day of 
harvest. Methoxychlor can 
also be used. Just follow 
directions on the container. 

Toxaphene is also 
excellent. However, it should 
not be applied after the pea 
pods begin to form. Any of 
these three materials should be 
applied at time of blooming. 
About four applications should 
be made at 4-5 day intervals. 
By following this simple proce- 
dure, you will have worm-free 
peas for your use this summer 
and also for freezing and 
canning. Sevin also controls 
stinkbugs on peas. 


CARE 

Dean Bond, our gardening 
specialist, has said on some 
occasions, ‘‘If a tomato plant is 
worth planting, it is worth 
Staking.’’ I was reminded of 
this the other day when I saw 
tomatoes ripening but the 
bottom of the tomatoes was 
touching the soil and had 
already rotted. 

If you have tomato plants, 
why not take the time this 
week to go ahead and stake 
them? You will be pleased 
with the better results. 

Also, if you can keep 
tomato plants healthy and 
fertilized occasionally, they will 
continue to bear on until the 
fall. Daconil is an excellent 
material to use to prevent 
seyeral diseases on tomato 
plants. Some of our farm 
supply stores have this 
material. If you cannot locate 
the two-pound package, get in 
touch with me and I will locate 
some for you. 

Yes, a tomato plant is very 
valuable. If you will protect it 
and take care of it, it will keep 
on bearing. Incidentally, we 
have some beautiful tomatoes 
just about ripe in this county.

This year 
more fields have been planted 
on the contour in Coffee 
County than in the past five 
years. Farmers all over the 
county realize that following

One of the many benefits of 
home preservation --particular- 
ly if you’re canning foods from 
your own garden -- is using 
absolutely fresh produce picked 
at the prime of its ripeness, 
the ideal time. And, further, 
you can ‘‘put it up’’ without 
using preservatives, coloring or 
salt. That's right. No salt. In 
canning vegetables, salt is 
used only for flavoring, not 
preserving, so it can be 
eliminated if you want to. 
Also, when canning fruits, 


you don’t have to use a sugar Moody with some potatoes she 


pack. Sugar can be omitted 
entirely by packing the fruit in 
its own juice. To do this, 
crush or chop some of the 
fruit, heat it toa simmer with 
just enough water to prevent 
sticking. Strain the cooked 
fruit through a jelly bag or 
cheese-cloth to separate the 
fresh juice from the pulp. 

Prepare the whole fruit for 
canning according to your 
recipe. For a hot pack, heat 
the fruit in the extracted juice 
or water before packing. Juicy 
fruits may be preheated with- 
out added liquid and packed in 
the juice that cooks out. 

Carefully pack the fruit into 
jars that have been washed 
and held in hot rinse water or 
a dishwasher. If necessary, 
add more boiling fruit to cover, 
being sure you leave the 
correct amount of head space.

Boy Scout Leader Drowns While Fishing At Camp Alaflo

The body of 49-year-old 
Robert L. Baker was found in a 
fishing lake on the boy scout 
reservation Sunday after a 
massive dragging operation. 
Baker apparently drown late 
Saturday afternoon while 
fishing along in a _ small 
aluminum boat. He lived in 
Ozark at the time of his death 
and was active as a Cub 
Scoutmaster. 

The story by scout officials 
at the scene was that Baker 
was last seen alive about 4:30 
Saturday afternoon when he 
told O'Neal Strickland, ranger 
at Camp Alaflo he was going to 
fish about 45 more minutes. 
Strickland said Baker was 
Standing on the. bank at that

time but had been in the boat 
earlier and apparently again 
fished from the boat. 

Strickland went back at 9:30 
Saturday to check the camp 
and found Baker's car still 
parked in the parking lot. He 
then went to the lake, found 
the boat with all Baker's 
fishing equipment and his fish 
still in it and sounded the 
alarm. 

The boat was partially 
filled with water, one paddle 
was in the water, a fishing line 


was still in the lake and a 
small aluminum hunting 3) | 
was in the boat with the rigut 
legs collapsed. 

Dragging efforts were 
begun by the Enterprise 
Rescue Squad shortly after it 
had been determined Baker 
had not returned to his homé 
in Ozark and was known to just 
walk off such as that. The 
Enterprise Rescue workers 
concentrated their search in 
the area offshore from where 
the boat was found because the

Rescue units from Elba 
and Daleville joined search 
shortly after daylight and later 
units from Geneva, Opp, 
Andalusia, Florala, Samson, 
Troy and Dothan became a 
part of the efforts. Divers 
from the various towns were 
preparing to go into the water 
at noon, but the dragging 
efforts were successful about 
11:45 a.m. Sunday after ail 
rescue units had hooked their

Baker's body was found in 
about 5 feet of water, twenty 
or thirty feet from where the 
boat had blown ashore. 

Rescue units and the 
sheriffs department were 
aided by the Enterprise Police 
Department in controlling 
traffic in the area. On hand 
during the search were Joe 
Duff, scout executive of Dothan 
and Ronnie Nix, Marine police 


officer from Eufaula. 

Dragging efforts were 
hampered in the relatively 
shallow lake by the many tree 
limbs, etc. on the bottom. 


Plans were already under way 
to drain the lake in the fall to 
clean this from the bottom.
